The Board of Education, charged with considering the educational 
interests and work of our Conference, submit the following report : 

We are led to believe that there is a constantly growing interest among 
our people on the subject of Christian Education. Our schools seem to 
be more liberally patronized than in the past, and while this is encour- 
aging, we realize this to be but the beginning of the work. 

Reports have been received from the several Institutions under the 
care of the Conference, and upon these reports we base the following; 

TRINITY COLLEGE. 

The report of Trinity College shows that one hundred and twenty -one 
students have matriculated in the four college classes during the present 
term. 

The Freshman class is larger than last year and much better prepared. 

We are gratified to learn that steps are to be taken toward the endow- 
ment of the college; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we heartily appreciate the great interest manifested by 
the Messrs. Duke in behalf of this school, in the munificent gifts already 
bestowed, and that we pledge ourselves to renewed efforts to raise the 
amount necessary to secure the endowment, so liberally proposed by 
them, and we do most earnestly commend Trinity College to the patron- 
age and support of our people. 

On nomination of the Board of Trustees, we recommend the election of 
the following named persons as Trustees of the College: Rev. A. P. 
Tyer, Rev. John R. Brooks, D. D., Mr. J. H. Ferree, and Hon. W. J. 
Montgomery. 

We request the Bishop to appoint Rev. A. P. Tyer Educational Secre- 
tary of Trinity College. 

WEAVERVIELE COEEEGE. 

President Yost reports this Institution in a prosperous condition. For 
the past few years the average enrollment has been 235.

Educational Report Number Two. 

The action of the last General Conference in constituting a Board of 
Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the election 
of a Secretary of Education, we regard as eminently wise. In order to 
complete the organization in our own Conference, and to facilitate the 
work in behalf of this important interest of the Church, your Board 
recommends the adoption of the following: 

I. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Education, 
to serve without salary, to whom the several District Boards of Educa- 
tion, hereinafter provided for, shall report immediately upon their 
organization. It shall be the duty of the Conference Secretary of Edu- 
cation to see that the District Boards be furnished with catalogues of all 
our institutions and with all information necessary to the prosecution of 
the work of District Boards, and to keep a roster of teachers desiring 
situations, and to put them in correspondence with the Boards applying 
for teachers. 
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2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of Educa- 
tion, to whom all moneys belonging to the Conference Board of Educa- 
tion shall be paid, and who shall pay out of the said funds the expenses 
of the Secretary of the Board for stationery, printing, etc., and the travel- 
ing expenses of members of the District Boards, when in the discharge 
of their duties as members of the Board, and shall present an itemized 
statement of all moneys received and disbursed by him to the Annual 
Conference Board of Education, with vouchers therefor. 

II. District Boards of Education. 

Every District Conference shall elect, for a term of two years, four 
laymen, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers from his 
district, as a District Board of Education. The Presiding Elder shall be, 
ex officio, a member of the Board, and he shall have power to fill any 
vacancies occurring in the Board, in the interim of District Conferences. 
He shall call a meeting of the Board for his district in the ‘month of 
April, which shall effect its own organization and report the same to the 
Conference Secretary of Education, and lay such plans for their work 
in the district as in their judgment are advisable. The four laymen 
upon this Board shall be, ex officio, members of the District Conference. 
It shall be the duty of the District Boards of Education: 

1. To secure through the Local Boards of Education, hereinafter pro- 
vided for, such facts concerning the number of children and young peo- 
ple of our own church of school age and the facilities for education 
within their bounds as shall enable the Church to know the needs of our 
people; to secure from the Secretary the names of such teachers as 
desire situations, and to do all in their power to supply the local needs 
within the bounds of their several districts; to procure the names and 
addresses of such young people as may be induced to attend our acade- 
mies and colleges and to report them to the faculties; personally to aid 
the agents of our schools in whatever way possible when canvassing 
within their bounds; and to report in writing to the District Conference 
the work of the Board for the year, together with the statistics before 
mentioned. 

2. No student for our ministry shall be admitted to our academies or 
college, as a beneficiary student, who has not been recommended to the 
District Board by the Local Board of the charge in which he holds his 
membership, and by the District Board to the faculty of the institution 
which he proposes to enter. When such application is made and ap- 
proved, the District Board shall diligently enquire what amount of aid 
is absolutely necessary for such applicant, to meet expenses other than 
tuition, and shall inform the Local Boards of the amounts expected from 
them; and the Local Boards shall raise the amounts in such a way as 
they deem best; and the said amounts, when raised, shall be forwarded 
to the Treasurer of the Conference Board of Education with information 
for whom it is to be used. 

3. No school shall be recommended to the patronage of our people by 
the District Conferences that has not secured the approval of the District 
Board of Education.

We would reiterate and emphasize the report of the Committee of last 
year on this subject, and add the additional language of our Discipline 
enacted by the last General Conference, viz: 

Resolved, /. That we emphasize the importance of enforcing the pro- 
visions of our Discipline in regard to drinking, drunkenness, and the 
m^ufacture of liquor, and that we pledge ourselves to continue the 
fight for prohibition to the end. 
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Resolved, 2. That we will urge our preachers to deliver at least one 
sermon on temperance at each church, or preaching place, on the charge 
during the year. 

OUR DISCIPLINE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Question; What shall be done for the extirpation of the great evil of 
intemperance ? 

Answer i: Let all our preachers and members faithfully observe our 
general rules, which forbid drunkenness or drinking spirituous liquors, 
unless in cases of necessity. 

Answer 2: In case of drunkenness, let the Discipline be administered, 
as in case of immorality, drunkenness being a crime expressly forbidden 
in the word of God. In cases of drinking, except in cases of necessity, 
let the discipline be administered as for imprudent or improper conduct. 

Answer 3: Let all our preachers and members abstain from the manu- 
facture or sale of intoxicating liquors to be used as a beverage, from 
signing petitions for such sale, for becoming bondsmen for any person 
as a condition for obtaining a license, and from renting property to be 
used for such purposes. 

If any member shall violate any of the provisions of this paragraph, 
he shall be deemed guilty of immorality ; nevertheless, if a member 
shall sign a petition for, or shall become a bondsman for any person 
engaged in such IraflSc, or shall rent property to be used for such sale, 
it shall be the duty of the pastor to deal with the offender as provided 
for in Chapter VII, paragraph 296, page 127.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EPWORTH LEAGUE. 

The Committee on Epworth League submits the following report: 

1. We have 90 Epworth Leagues, a gain of 45 per cent; 3,213 mem- 
bers, a gain of 35 percent.; 11,631.45 contributed, a gain of 49 per cent, 
over last year. 

2. Whereas, After consultation of the Epworth League Committee 
and the Sunday School Board, it was deemed best for the interest of 
both the Leagues and the Sunday Schools, that they hold a Joint Con- 
ference at some time during the year ; therefore be it 

Resolved, That these two interests meet in joint session at a time and 
place to be designated by the joint Epworth League Committee and 
Sunday School Board. 

3. In accordance with the provisions of the Discipline, we recommend 
that, wherever it is practicable. District Epworth League Conferences be 
held, in addition to such attention as may be given to this cause at the 
regular District Conferences. 

We further recommend, that wherever such District Epworth League 
Conferences are held, that they act conjointly with the Sunday School 
interests, wherever it is mutuall}' agreeable. 

4. We recommend that whenever such joint meetings are held, the 
joint assembly elect the presiding officer, and that the respective Chair- 
men of Epworth League and Sunday School interests serve as corre- 
sponding vice-presidents. 

5. Rejoicing at the progress already made, and believing that the 
development of our young people, religiously, can be greatly aided by 
this institution of our church, we therefore urge all our pastors, who 
have not done so, to organize Leagues in their respective charges, and 
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that they try to do so in time to participate in the contemplated Con- 
ferences. 

6. We commend to the patronage of our Leagues, The Epworth 
ErUy our League organ, and the course of reading prescribed by the 
General Board.

_ Chief among these factors for education, it affords us pleasure to tes- 
tify to the high religious and intellectual tone of our general organ, the 
Nashville Advocate, and the manifest spirit of aggressiveness we witness 
in the conduct of the Bi-Monthly Review, The Review of Missions, 
The Epworth Era, and our Sunday School literature, all of which we 
heartily commend to our people as the best educators Southern Metho- 
dists can have in their homes and schools, and the peers of the best in 
any other Church. 

We regret to learn, that while the Review has forged its way to a com- 
manding place among Reviews, the Nashville Advocate has lost in its 
subscription list; and that while our Sunday School literature generally 
has gained in circulation, our excellent Magazine is taken by only one- 
third of our teachers.

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THE REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. j 

The Sunday School Board submits the following: | 

Considering the great importance of the Sunday School, and realizing : 

the need of more interest and enthusiasm among the people in this 
department of work, we recommend: 

(1) That the Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues have a joint 

conference at some time during the year, at time and place to be desig- i 

nated later by the joint Board and Committee. 

( 2 ) That in accordance with the provision of the Discipline, wherever js 

practicable, District Sunday School Conferences be held, in addition to 1 
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such attention as may be given to this cause at our regular District 
Conferences. 

(3) That whenever such District Conferences are held, we act con- 
jointly with the Epworth Leagues, when it is mutually agreeable. 

(4) That whenever such joint meetings are held, the joint assembly 
elect the presiding officer, and that the respective Chairmen of Sunday 
Schools and Epworth Leagues serve as corresponding Vice-Presidents. 

(5) We urge the Presiding Elders to stress the importance of the Sun- 
day School, especially on their second round of Quarterly Conferences, 
so that all schools suspended during the winter may be revived early in 
the spring, and that the schools generally may be given new life. 

(6) We also urge the preachers in charge to report correctly the Sun- 
day School statistics to the Annual Conference, and to forward all Chil- 
dren’s Day funds to D. B. Coltrane, Treasurer, Concord, N. C. 

Since the religious instruction of children is so largely relegated to 
the Sunday School, we urge the importance of having teachers prepared 
in heart and head — depending on the Word of God under the enlighten- 
ing influence of the Holy Spirit, supplemented by the best helps at their 
command, especially' our own Sunday School literature. 

We further urge the holding of a Teachers’ Meeting in connection with 
each school as indispensable. We recommend the organization of a 
House Class Department in connection with each school, as affording 
one of the widest fields of usefulness in this great work. 

We call special attention to the importance of organizing each Sunday 
School into a missionary society, that we may educate our children to a 
consciousness of the importance of missions; and in order to stimulate 
them to give, we advise that they assume and pay a special assessment. 

We suggest that Wednesday evening of our Annual Conference ses- 
sions be devoted to the interests of the Sunday School cause, and that 
the service be under the direction of the Sunday School Board.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 



From the last annual report of the American Bible Society, we gather 
which we are profoundly grateful: ^ 

'TiJ + receipts from all sources last year amounted to 1526,824. 26. 

copies of the Word of God issued was 1,581 128- 
of these 634,025 were issued in foreign lands. 12,866 copies have been 
furnished Sunday Schools and individuals at the special half rate Our 
District Superintendent Rev. T. H. Law, D. D.. his placed 5,300 Bibles 
into the hands of children who had none. The Society proposes S 
supply Bibles to Sunday School children at the low rate of lof 17 and 
22/^ cents each, according to size, being one-half price. We urge our 
pastors to avail themselves of this rare opportunitv to place a Bible in 
the hands of every child. ' 

During the past year collections for the Bible cause were taken in 1^8 
charges, and aggregated I347.00. ^ 

We reaffirm our endorsement of the advanced movement in our 
^urch with reference to this interest. There are within our Conference 
bounds not more than thirty Auxiliaries, and of these many are in a state 
of inaction. This is an important feature of the work, and we urge all our 
pastors to heartily co-operate with others in organizing and conducting 
Auxiliaries, so that we can secure, if possible, at least a local depository 
in every county.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DISTRICT CONFERENCE 

RECORDS. 

The Committee submits the following; 

The record of Franklin District is to be commended for good penman- 
ship, paragraphing, and general appearance. There are slight errors in 
punctuation and spelling, and one ambiguous sentence. 

The record ofAsheville District is especially neat, except the last part 
which IS in a different handwriting and is sprawling and irregular. One 
sentence is not complete. A marginal index would greatly facilitate 
reference to the record. 

In the Statesville District record there are some omissions and abbre- 
viations where words should be written in full; otherwise the record is 
neatly kept. 

In the Charlotte District record there are omissions and lack of punc- 
tuation. The record is not very neatly kept. 

The Mount Airy District record contains omissions of letters and 
words. It is not neatly nor well kept. 

The Record of Salisbury District contains grammatical errors omis- 
sions and incorrect capitalization. ’ 

Record of Shelby District we find the following errors: “Annual 
Conference of the” should occur after North Carolina in line 2 page 52 

3 
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since we know of no such church as “Western North Carolina Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South.” The word “as” before very, occurs many 
times and makes an awkward construction. The record of the afternoon 
session does not indicate the name nor the presence of a presiding ofl 5 cer. 
The absence of necessary punctuation marks is noticeable, and the pen- 
manship is poor. 

The Record of the Greensboro District is a marvel of neatness and 
beauty. There are, however, the following errors: The omission of the 
official roll and of some words. The abbreviation P. K. is used in line 
14, page 13 1, where the word Presiding Elder should be written in full. 
Also the presence of a presiding officer is not mentioned with the account 
of opening of some of the sessions. 

The Record of the Winston District is well written and presents a good 
appearance; we note, however, that the abbreviation P. E. appears 
where the corresponding words should be written in full— the report 
from Burkhead Station has no signature or other indication as to who 
presented it— the presence of a presiding officer is not indicated in con- 
nection with the record of the opening of some of the .sessions, and that 
the word “especially” is improperly used in line 23, page 112. The follow- 
ing expressions are criticised as lacking in perspicuity, clearness or ele- 
gance — “one new painted church,” “salary not cut.” “The place for 
holding the next session of the District Conference gone into.” “The 
Committee of Examination on application of Emanuel 'Fishel for dea- 
cons orders reported.”

In addition to this general statement it 
may be said that the penmanship in places is not legible; the official 
roll is omitted; four resolutions are recorded of which the manner of 
their disposition is not stated. Abbreviations such as “ord.” for order, 
and “M. G.” for missionary ground abound.

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MEMOIRS. 



REV. WILLIAM MONTGOMERY KERR. 

BY REV. DANIEL ATKINS, D. D. 

William Montgomery Kerr was born in Green county, Tennessee, 
January 22, 1820, and died in Asheville, N. C., July 4, 1895. He was 
converted at the age of twelve. Was licensed to exhort in 1844 ; 
licensed to preach in 1846, and joined the Holston Conference the 
same year. 

Was ordained deacon at Knoxville by Bishop Paine in 1848, and 
ordained elder at Abingdon, Va., by Bishop Capers in 1850. 

The first year of his itinerant life was as junior preacher on Ashe- 
ville Circuit, 1846 ; then Hendersonville Circuit, 1847; Jonesboro Sta- 
tion, 1848; Asheville Station, 1849; Jonesboro Circuit, 1850; Wythe- 
ville Circuit, 1851-52; I^oxville Station, 1853 ; Rogersville District, 
1854 ; Agent for Asheville Female College, 1855 ; Newbern Circuit, 
1856-1857 ; Wytheville Circuit, 1858-1859 ; Tazewell Circuit, 1860- 
1861 ; Newbern Circuit, 1862-1863 ! Asheville Circuit, 1866 ; Leicester 
Circuit, 1867 ; Hendersonville Circuit, 1872 ; Haywood Circuit, 1874- 
1877.; Jasper Circuit, 1878 ; London Circuit, 1879 ; Abingdon Circuit. 
1880-1881. » s 

These charges were at that time among the very best of his Con- 
ference. He was a man of influence in liis Conference, serving on 
the most important committees, and was frequently called upon to 
give counsel on difficult and delicate questions. He was wise in 
counsel and prudent in utterance and action. He was a fine preacher, 
a close student of the standard works of Methodism, and weli 
equipped to defend and expound her doctrines and polity. His ser- 
mons were eminently scriptural. He had a clear experience of con- 
version, and constantly sought the fuller and higher spiritual devel- 
opment. His love for sinners was intense. He was persuasive and 
pathetic, and his strong appeals were often mingled with tears of 
affection. He was a man of much prayer. He literally talked with 
God, held conscious communion with Him, and led the people close 
up to the mercj' seat. 

The church prospered under his ministry. He was successful in 
evangelistic work, and was instrumental in leading many to Christ. 

He was a master of Sacred song, with a good voice and a knowl- 
edge of music, and endued, too, with the spirit of song, he was a 
recognized leader, and thereliy his ministry was greatly enriched. 

A memoir of this servant of God would be incomplete without 
some reference to his faithful wife. 

He was married September 13, 1849, to Miss Harriet A. Roberts, 
daughter of Joshua Roberts, Esq., of Asheville, N. C. Theirs was a 
happy marriage. Through all those years of toil and change, his 
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devoted wife stood by him ; and her industry, thrift, strong common 
sense, excellent social qualities, together with a constant, deep, relig- 
ious life, helped greatly to make his life work a success. 

He reared a most exemplary family, who live after him as the best 
monument he could have to his fidelity and efficiency in the highest 
sphere of influence — the home. While on the Abingdon Circuit he 
was thrown from his horse and his right shoulder dislocated, so that 
he was crippled for the rest of his days, and practically ended his 
active ministry. 

He kept the boarding house at Emory and Henry College for five 
years, after which he moved to Asheville, where he remained till the 
end. About four years before his death he was stricken with paraly- 
sis, which rendered him almost helpless. About the same time his 
eye-sight began to fail, and for five years before his death he was un- 
able to read. During these years he worshipped regularly at Central 
Church, Asheville, and greatly enjoyed the services. During all these 
j’ears of feebleness and pain, no w’ord of complaint ever escaped his 
lips. As husband and father, he had always been tender and affec- 
tionate, and now loving hands of wife and children left nothing un- 
done that could give him comfort. He was happy in the charmed 
home circle. His sun went down without a cloud to mar the sky. 
His end was a peaceful triumph. He expressed perfect confidence 
and a desire to depart, but was perfectly resigned to suffer, as well as 
do the will of God. Such a life— so true— so tranquil — so triumphant — 
is a rich heritage to the church. 

May we cherish his memory and follow hH example.^ 



REV. JOHN WESLEY PUETT. 

BY REV. E. A. FAEES. 

John Wesley Puelt was born in Caldwell county, N. C., October 4, 
1815,, and died in Dallas, N. C., August 5. 1895. 

When a youth he was converted to God and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

In his young manhood he served a term in the United States army, 
and for gallant service thus rendered, in removing the Indians west 
of the Mississippi, the Government has, for some time, allowed him 
a pension. 

When thirty-five years old he was licensed to preach, and he gladly 
forsook all to do the Master’s work, counting himself highly favored 
to be called w-orthy to do the work of an itinerant preacher. 

He joined the South Carolina Conference, at Marion, S. C., in 
1855, and at that Conference was ordained deacon by Bishop Early ; 
at Charlotte, N. C., in 1857, he was ordained elder by Bishop Paine. 

The following appointments tell the story of his long and useful 
itinerant life : Caldwell Circuit, as a supply in 1855 ; Newton Circuit, 
i 856-’57 ; Albemarle Circuit, i858-’59 ; Winsboro Circuit, i86o-’6i ; 
Monroe Circuit, i862-’63 ; Wadesboro Circuit, 1864-’ 65 ; Albemarle 
Circuit, i 866-’69 ; Cedar Hill Circuit, i87o-’7i ; Statesville Circuit, 
1872 ; Rock Spring Circuit, ; Dallas Circuit, 1877 ; Super- 

numerary, 1878-79; Marion Circuit, 1880; Whitesville Circuit, 1881- 
’83 ; Yadkinville Circuit, 1884-85 ; Supernumerary, 1886 ; Ocracoke, 
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1887; Supernumerary, 1888; Dunn Circuit, 1889; Supernumerary, 
1890 ; and from this date he sustained an honored superannuated 
relation ; and though he had no special field of labor, yet he often 
preached, and the people heard him gladly. During the period of 
his superannuation he had a monthly appointment at the “Home 
for the Aged and Infirm,’’ of Gaston county, where these unfortu- 
nates were blessed to have him dispense to them the pure word of 
God. 

He ranked well as a preacher. He very rarely preached but that 
he emphasized some doctrine peculiar to Methodism, and was often 
called to preach on some distinctive doctrine of our church. He was 
a student of the Bible — sound in theology and earnest in his advo- 
cacy of the truth as it is taught by Methodists. He was a warm 
friend and life member of the American Bible Society. 

On Sunday, August 4th last, he preached in the Methodist Church 
in Dallas. In the same church, at 8 o’clock on the evening of the 
same day. Bishop Duncan preached and Bro. Puett led the closino- 
prayer and pronounced the benediction. In nine short hours there- 
after God said, “ it is enough, come up higher,’’ and on that bright 
summer rnorning, as the sunlight came streaming over the eastern 
hills, his immortal spirit hastened on to rest. It was morning in the 
old world again— it was, indeed, morning with his redeemed and 
sanctified spirit. The writer was with him for two hours before he 
died, and he said he had an abiding faith in God. 

He was conscious to tl^^ last, and died as he had lived, trusting in 
Jesus. He still lives in the lives of the many thousands with whom 
he came in contact. 

The burial service was conducted by the Rev. J. J. Renn, Presiding 
Elder of the Shelby District, assisted by the Rev. C. M. Campbell 
and the writer. We laid him to rest in the church yard in Dallas, as 
we sang the old hymn, 655, “Servant of God, well done’’— every 
line of which was appropriate to the occasion and applicable to the 
subject. 

May we follow him as he followed Christ. 



REV. CLARENDON MARTIN PEPPER.

Clarendon Martin Pepper was born in Germanton, Stokes county, 
N. C., February 22, 1830, and died at Trinity, N. C., November 8, 
1895. He was converted in 1848, and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. Was licensed to preach in 1852, and that year trav- 
elled the Mocksville Circuit as junior preacher. At the following 
session of the North Carolina Conference, held at Louisburg, he was 
admitted on trial. 

He was appointed junior preacher on Smithville Circuit, 1853 > 
junior preacher on Robeson Circuit, 1854 ; South Iredell Circuit, 
1855 Whiteville Circuit, 1856 ; Smithfield Circuit, 1857 ; Patrick 
Circuit, 1858 ; Stokes Circuit, i859-’6o ; Alamance Circuit, 1861 ; 
Wentworth Circuit, i862-’63 ; Davidson Circuit, 1864 ; Missionary to 
the Soldiers, 1865 ; Bladen Circuit, i866-’68 ; Stokes Circuit, i869-’7o; 
Thomasville and High Point, i87i-’74 ; Monroe Station, 1875 ; Con- 
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cord Station, 1876 ; Lilesville Circuit, i877-’78 ; Supernumerary, 1879; 
Albemarle Circuit, i88o-’8i ; Mount Gilead Circuit, i882-’84 ; Robe- 
son Circuit, 1885. From 1885 onward he was superannuated, but 
preached as often as his health would permit. 

In 1894 he moved to Trinity, and I there became intimately ac- 
quainted with him, and I never knew a man who daily walked closer 
to the Master. 

The doctrines of the church were woven into his life. He had 
great faith in God, and believed that when the word was preached, 
the Holy Ghost would carry it to the hearts of the hearers : and, 
under his ministry, many, many souls were led into a knowledge of 
the truth, as it is in Jesus Christ. He had a rich Christian experience, 
and lived daily in readiness for the Master’s call. 

A few weeks before his death, we held prayer meeting in his home, 
and sang Hymn No. 895, with the chorus, “ I’m going home to die 
no more,” during which he exclaimed, with joy, ” I’ll soon be at 
home, w'here they die no more ! ” 

A week before his death Rev. T. F. Gibson and myself adminis- 
tered to him the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. After this service 
he related the circumstances of a like service he conducted during 
the last illness of his father. 

Bro. Pepper was a great sufferer for many years, but, through suf- 
fering, he was led into a closer and more intimate fellow’ship with the 
blessed Lord. He believed that these ‘‘light afflictions, which are 
but for a moment, worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory.” He was ‘‘watchful unto prayer,” not resting alto- 
gether on the experiences of the past, but careful ever to have the 
conscious abiding presence of the Lord. 

A short time before his death he called his family around him, 
gave them one by one a parting message, and a glow of heavenly 
light illuminated his countenance as he said, ‘‘Bless the Lord, I’m 
saved ” ; then, in the midst of the light of the glorious gospel, which 
he so faithfully preached to others, his spirit passed into the other 
world — from a life of toil and sorrow and suffering to one of rest and 
joy and peace eternal. 

Assisted by the Rev. S. H. Hilliard and Rev. W. G. Matton, in the 
presence of a large concourse of sympathizing friends, we laid his 
mortal body to rest in the cemetery at High Point, there to await the 
resurrection of the just.
